Day and Night at the Rowley 
Mine Commencing April 


DRILLING NEAR BRAINERD 


Cuyuna Iron and Manganese Ore Co. 
Property, the Mahnomen Mine. 
to Ship 500.000 Tons Ore 


About the first of April the Bar­ 
rows Mining Co. expects to be operat­ 
ing the Rowley mine at Barrows day 
and night and efforts will be made to 
get the property in shape to ship 
some ore this season. 
Interest is centering on Brainerd 
and vicinity where considerable work 
is being carried on. 
The city’s land, 
bequeathed by the late Judge G. W. 
Holland, was drilled by Harrington’ 
& Lynch and it is reported that ore 
was found in the last hole put down, 
being located about 150 feet north of 
the Cuyuna Range Addition to Brain­ 
erd and about 200 feet from the east 
line. 
East of the city and north of 
Oak street, drills have uncovered ore. 
The Tabert shaft, of the Adams in­ 
terests, is east of and within a few 
miles of Brainerd. 
The Cuyuna Range & Manganese 
Ore Co. property near Ironton ann 
Crosby on the north range is a b 
place, where preparations are being 
made for heavy shipments. 
Tics 
mine, known as the Mahnomen pl . 
will ship upwards of half a million 
tons of ore this season. 
Much drilling is being planned 
both on the north and south ranges. 
Several drills 
are 
going 
in 
near 
Loerch and more drilling is planned 
on near Barrows. 
Merritt and asso­ 
ciates have a number of drills south­ 
west of Manganese and are proving 
up a large body of ore. 
In section 
25, township 47. range 3«>. west of 
Manganese, the Minnesota Iron De­ 
velopment Co. will have a drill oper­ 
ating as soon as the snow is gone. 
This company experts to put several 
more drills to work. 
They control 
a vast amount of land, much of it 
in Crow- Wing and Aitkin counties. 
The Cuyuna R a n g e Power Co. is 
preparing for increased use of elec­ 
tric current by constructing another 
dam, this one at Pillager, generating 
2,000 horsepower. 
This dam will be 
60o feet long with a 22 foot head of 
water, about equalling the first dam 
of the company on the Crow Wing 
river. At Riverton the power company 
is building a 1,000 kilowatt generat­ 
ing station, which may be enlarged 
to 2,000 kilowatts.

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Duty of the Assessor to Value 
Property Upon W hich the 
Taxes are Levied 


The assessors of the county held a 
meeting at the court house on the 
24th of March for the purpose of con­ 
ferring with the tax commission in 
regard to their duties under the laws 
of the state. 
Mr. Lord, chairman of the commis- 
s’on, was present and explained fully 
all of the laws governing an assessor's 
duties. 
He reminded them that they 
had taken an oath to perform their 
duties in accordance with the laws of 
the state and urged them to be true 
to this solemn obligation. 
He said 
that "tax paying can probably never 
be made a pleasant duty; but if tax­ 
payers 
feel fairly certain that 
‘.’..lr lax money was honestly handled 
and wisely spent, and that the prop­ 
erty of their neighbors was assessed 
the same as their own, we would 
probably hear lesa murmuring and 
fewer complaints." 
"The assessment laws of the state 
now require that household goods 
and wearing apparel shall be assessed 
at 25 per cent of their true and full 
value in money; merchandise, farm 
products. Jive stock, machinery of all 
kinds and farm lands at 33 1-3 per 
cent of their value; and all other 
property, including platted village 
and city real estate, and bank stock, 
at 40 per cent of its full value. 
"It is so clear that it Is self-evi­ 
dent that lf the property of every 
taxpayer in every taxing district In 
the state was placed on the assess­ 
ment books and valued according to 
the same rule the result would be a 
fair and uniform assessment all over 
the state, and tills is just what will 
happen if the property of every citi­ 
zen is assessed according to law'. We 
are insisting, therefore, that the law 
must be carried out by every assessor 
just as It Is written. 
"Tile opinion Is quite prevalent 
throughout tin* state that in some 
ay, not clearly understood, the as­ 
sessor is responsible for high taxes. 
Taxes are unquestionably high, but 
the assessor has had no more to do 
with making them so than any other 
citizen. 
The duty of the assessor 
is simply to value the property upon 
which taxes are levied. 
The asse. 9 
meat is simply a factor to detcrmini 
how much each person shall rontrl 
blite to the expenses of government, 
hut it does not determine the amount 
I of the tax. It is the amount of money 
j that is voted for public purposes that 
I etermlne whether taxes shall be high 
tor low-. 
Large appropriations mean 
I high taxes. 
When a community i 
I spending large amounts of money 
it matters not what for - t a x i s will 
■ inevitably lie high but tile assessor 
las an officer has absolutely nothing 
j to say about how much money shall 
I be spent. 
The amount of money to 
J be raised by taxation is determined 
by town meetings, school meetings, 
, village 
and 
city 
councils, 
county 
j boards, the legislature, and by th« 
■ people themselves- not by the as 
tensor. 
"There will he raised in this staff 
j by direct taxation for school, road 
local, county and state p u rp o s e s th? 
I enormous sum of $52,000,000. 
Now 
whether the assessor does his work 
I well or w hether he does It poorly 
and whether he lists all the property 
In his district or only a part of it 
practically all of 
this very larg< 
amount of money wilt be raised Just 
the same. 
Except an to a very small 
fraction of this amount, nothing that 
the assessor can do will add to or sub­ 
tract from it a single penny. 
"But while the asse s o r ha.- prar ti 
rally nothing to do with making th* 
taxes of a community high or low, lit 
ha* nearly everything to do with 
making them fair and just. 
From 
the standpoint of the individual tax­ 
payer he Is the most Important officer 
who has anything to do with taxa 
Hon. 
If he complies with his oath 
of office and does his work in the way 
it at the law provides, approximal 
[justice will prevail among all the 
J taxpayers of his district; but If on 
the other hand he departs from th 
standard fixed by law, or if he omit 
any considerable amount of property 
from his list, his assessment will in 
.evitabiy abound In the grossest In 
equalities and result in the rankest 
Injustice. 
Taxpayers whoa*- property 
is not all listed and assessed will pay 
lens than their share, and taxpayers 
whose property Is all asserted will 
pay more than they ought to. 


"In nearly every community ta 
dodging is resorted to moat by peopl 
[who are best able to pay. 
It is not 
I the citizen of limited means w hose 


In 
ful. 
win 


found by the assessor who escapes. 
Such people as a rule pay taxes on I 
every dollar’s worth of property they 
have in the world. 
It is among peo­ 
ple with bulging pocket-books where 
we find our flagrant tax 
dodgers. J 
Many of these people by one dlshon-1 
est device or another evade every tax : 
that they safely can. 
It is this class’ 
of citizens that make the burden of 
taxation harder than it should be 
for honest taxpayers because all tax­ 
es which by trickery and dishonest 
methods tax dodgers get out of pay­ 
ing must be made up by the less fev­ 
ered and more honest taxpayers of 
the county. 
“ The tax commission will ald as­ 
sessors by every means In its power 
to enforce the law against this class 
of citizens and when a false state­ 
ment by a taxpayer is called to our 
attention we will see that the m at­ 
ter is placed in the hands of the 
county attorney 
for 
prosecution. 
Much can he done by assessors to pre­ 
vent tax dodging if they will per­ 
form their duties fearlessly and dil­ 
igently and in strict accordance with 
law. 
"If honest taxpayers could only 
be brought to realize that the only 
way their rights can lie safeguarded 
and a square deal for everybody ob­ 
tained is by a full listing and legal 
assessment of all property in their 
district, tax dodging instead of tieing 
regarded as a harmless game of wits 
which the strong, Hie resource- 
and Hie greedy nearly always 
would be regarded as a crime 
md dealt with accordingly. 
If good 
ltlzens fully understood that 
tax 
od Ring in nine cates out of ten sim­ 
ply meant th a t well to do citizens 
were casting their tax burdens upon 
heir less favored brethern tax dodg­ 
ing would become odious and a tax 
dodger, if discovered, would become 
an object of contempt in every com­ 
munity. 
"Taxes have become so high in 
many communities that they are a 
great burden to citizens of moderate 
means. 
There has been a noticeable 
endaney in recent years toward very 
argo public expenditures, and it be­ 
hooves every good citizen and every 
ax payer of moderate means in such 
communities in scrutinize all public 
expenditures closely ami to think 
twice before lending their support to 
any new public enterprise 
no mat 
ter how attractive it may seem. Th* 
thing to I*** considered by people of 
moderate moans in such communities 
is not so much whether a proposed 
new building or improvement is a 
good tiling in itself or not; lint r a th ­ 
er on** of whether they can really af­ 
ford to have anything added to their 
already heavy tax burdens,*’

OUR FIRST STREET LAMP. 


It W a* U*ed In F ro n t of John Clifton’* 
House In Philadelphia. 
A man who loves to delve in history 
walked through tile brilliantly lighted 
streets of u illy to the public library 
and spent the evening reading the 
autobiography of Benjamin Franklin. 
He was astounded to And therein a 
description of the first street lamps 
to bo used iii Philadelphia, and proba­ 
bly In this country. 
Writing of the year 1757, Franklin 
says: 
"It was by a private |x*rsoii. the late 
Mr. John Clifton, giving a sample of 
the utility of lamps by placing one at 
his door, that the |*eople were first im­ 
pressed with the idea of lighting all 
the city. 
The h o n o r of this public 
benefit lins a ls o been aaetilwd to me, 
but it iK'longs truly to that gentleman. 
"I did hut fo llo w Id s example and 


have only some merit to claim respect 
lug the form of our lamps, a s differing 
from the globe hi raps we were ut first 
supplied with from london. They were 
found inconvenient in these resfiects: 
They admit no air below, the smoke 
tile ref ore did not readily go out above 
hut circulated in the globe, lodged on 
its inside and soon obstructed the light 
they were intended to afford, giving 
besides the daily troubles of wiping 
them clean, aud an accident stroke on 
one of them would demolish it and 
render it totally useless. 
"I therefore suggested the composing 
them of four fiat panes, with a long 
funnel above to draw up the smoke. 
and crevice* admitting the air below 
to facilitate the ascent of the smoke. 
By tills mean* they were kept clean 
and did not grow dark in a few hours. 
as the London lumps do. but continued 
bright till morning, and au accidental 
stroke would generally break but a 
single pane, easily repaired."—Albany 
Knickerbocker P r e s s _____________
